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A Brief History of the Mattapoisett Seahorse 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

"Salty'' the Seahorse, standing 38-feet tall at the 
intersection of Route 6 and North St., is more than just 
a spectacle for out-of-towners. For many townies, the 
Seahorse with bright blue scintillating eyes (that are solar 
powered) is considered the symbol of Mattapoisett. 

The Seahorse stands at the edge of the main 
Mattapoisett intersection, and behind it is a children's 
playground, a gazebo, flower gardens and small networks 
and trails (built by local Boy Scouts) and streams that are 
owned and maintained by the Mattapoisett Land Trust. 

However, before the Mattapoisett Land Trust was

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bequeathed the three-and-a-half acre property in 1988, it 
belonged to the Dunseith family. 

During the mid-century Henry Dunseith and his 
family lived in a house on the property, along with his gift 
shop. The house had been moved to accommodate the 
construction of the U.S. government installed road from 
Main Street to North Street in the 1930s. 

To attract tourists traveling through the area 
(before Interstate 195 existed), Dunseith constructed the 
Seahorse. 

'Tt was built in the mid-1950s to attract people, 
and it became a landmark for people coming to the Cape. 
People tell me, as little children, while they were sleeping 
in back of the car, when they'd wake up and see the 
Seahorse, they knew they were almost [in Cape Cod]," 
said Seth Mendell of the Mattapoisett Historical Society. 

"There were lines of traffic all summer long," 
he recalled, and the Dunseith Sea Horse Gift Shop was 
just one among many shops seeking business from the 
traveling pack of tourists. 

The construction of 1-195 spelled the end for many 
gift shops along Route 6 - including the Dunseith shop. 

Mendell said in 1988 when the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust received the property from the Dunseith family after 
the death of Henry - who did not want a large commercial 
enterprise to take up that space - the fate of the Seahorse 
and existing structures was in the air. 

At first, the Land Trust wanted to find someone to 
use the house. "They wanted to see if we [the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society] wanted to use the house, but we were 
so well established on Church Street," Mendell said. 

"The Land Trust, they tried to find someone

who would be interested in moving into the building, 
but it really wasn't in good enough shape/' explained 
Mattapoisett Land Trust President Gary Johnson. ''We 
didn't have the resources [to restore it], so we ended up 
tearing it down." 

While the house and old gift shop were razed 
down, a debate ensued in the late 1990s about the 
Seahorse, which required significant restoration. 

"One thing of controversy was when we decided 
what we'd do with the Seahorse," said Johnson. "When 
there was discussion taking it down, a lot of folks said we 
have to keep it." 

Johnson said eventually the funds were put 
together to restore the horse; it was taken down and then 
restored and dedicated in the year 2000. Johnson said 12 
years later, there is a need to repair the solar eye - but 
funds are in place to make that happen although such 
work is "a little complicated." 

In addition to a park, in August 2009 the trust 
unveiled a small playground for 2 to 5 year olds. 

"We get a lot of people going in there, there 
is a path that goes back. Little kids like to climb in the 
playground," said Johnson. He said the playground was 
installed at the request of parents looking for places to 
take their children when the school playgrounds are 
closed. "It seems pretty successful. A lot of kids love to 
ring the bell." 

All in all, Johnson thinks saving the Seahorse 
was the right thing to do as it holds so much meaning for 
Mattapoisett residents. 

"Even today when you walk around town, 
stores have postcards of the Seahorse. It is still a pretty 
important symbol of the town. We're glad to keep it," he 
said.

Silverstein is a long-time food writer out of 
Boston. Her work has been published by the Boston 
Globe, Boston Herald, Prevention, and Runner's World 
magazines. She is also the author of White Girl: A Story 
of School Desegregation, which details her experiences as 
a Caucasian girl who was bused to a primarily African- 
American school in Richmond, Va. in the 1970s. While 
her prose work is largely non-fiction, Silverstein uses the 
vehicle of poetry to illustrate the ''what if situations of 
her life as they come along. 

One of her poems was borne out her interest in the 
history of Richmond. She imagined what it may have 
been like for a young female slave to have come upon the 
burning of the city and what that could have meant for 
her life and her future. 

"I try to draw inspiration from all sources. It gets me 
thinking about the people involved. Maybe this could be 
one of the stories to come out that,'' Silverstein said. 

Her style is short, to the point. She uses simple 
words and phrases that act individually as snapshots but 
together form the mosaic of her muse. 

While poetry and food writing seem like they sit on 
distant ends of the creative writing spectrum, Silverstein 
feels a certain level of freedom with each medium. 

"With all kinds of writing, finding the right words to 
use is deeply satisfying. That never grows old," she said. 

While she has made more of a public career out 
of food journalism, she has found a way to creatively

balance both. 

''With food writing, you're concerned with recipes, 
amounts, details of the senses. The audience is much 
broader. For me, poetry is the real art. Being able to 
have that kind of creative freedom and expression is 
wonderful," she said. 

For Grey Held, poetry is an instrument of expression 
to illustrate his own life and experiences. His first book, 
Two-Star General, which is currently being published, is a 
collection of poems that largely center on his father. 

During World War II, Grey's father was responsible 
for promoting many enlisted African- American soldiers to 
ranks of officer. But when the option to promote his father 
came around, Robert Byrd, a West Virginia senator at the 
time, and a man with an involved history with the Ku 
Klux Klan, refused to approve of the promotion. It wasn't 
until 1993 that Grey's father was promoted to two-star 
general. 

Held's portrayal of his father is one based on both 
fact and fiction, the result being a "created father," he 
said. "Poetry is an opportunity to explore what I felt. And 
often times it's very complex." 

In his poems. Held tries to come to terms with the 
accolades of hero that were once amassed around his 
father when he was promoted and the man he knew 
him to be: a kind, loving father, who would only speak 
generally about the war. 

"It took me a long time to figure out what I felt about 
my dad being made a general," he said. 

He tries to compartmentalize the man he wanted 
to be, a poet, with the man he revered, a warrior. His 
lines are, at times, a bit agonizing to hear aloud from 
the source, an open energy that is trying to verbalize his 
honesty with himself and the audience. 

"I love telling a story. I love seeing engagement on 
people's faces. Reading aloud evokes something familiar 
in their personal lives. There is a real joy in touching 
people that way," Held said. 

Friends of the Mattapoisett Library continue their 
celebration of Poetry Month with another reading on 
April 25 at 7:00 pm. The evening will feature local poets.

On Wednesday, the Marion Natural History 
Museum, as part of its on-going after school education 
program, offered a lesson in rocket propulsion, hosted by 
former UMass Dartmouth professor and local legend. Dr. 
W. Toby Dills. The program attracted over 30 kids, from 
kindergarten age to third grade, w^ho w^ere buzzing w^ith 
excitement over the prospect of constructing their very 
ow^n rockets and launching them into the sky on the lawn 
in front of Sippican School. 

Dr. Dills, who taught at UMass for almost 30 years, 
has been working with local after-school programs since 
1990. His long history with science dates back to the 
influence of his father, a chemist, who worked for DuPont 
during World War II after receiving his PhD. 

''He was always helping us with science lessons,'' he 

said. 

When Dr. Dills attended University of Vermont 
in pursuit of his own PhD, he worked closely with his 
father's graduate school roommate. Dr. Don Gregg, who 
also happened to be Dills' godfather. 

"He did outreach programs like this one and that's 
how I started getting interested working with local 
teachers and their students," Dills said. 

Dr. Dills seems to be just as comfortable teaching 
five year olds the basics of aerodynamics and air pressure 
as he is challenging college students with the intricate 
nature of these subjects. The children listen intently as 
Dills shares with these small students the same brand of

childlike fascination for this stuff and deliver his teaching 
in a classic fireside storytelling manner.

Saturday afternoon, with an on-site report called in by a 
family of campers in the area. Nobody was injured in the 
fire and no homes or structures were in any immediate 
danger. 

The fire, which saw response from Mattapoisett, 
Marion, Rochester, Lakeville, and Wareham fire 
departments, was the second reported fire of the day 
in what has become a serious and dangerous brushfire 
season. 

''This is one of the worst forest fire seasons Fve 
ever seen,'' said Mattapoisett Fire Chief Andrew Murray. 
"It doesn't really end until we get rain." 

But since the region received so little snowfall 
during the winter and significantly less measurable spring

time precipitation. To date, southeastern Massachusetts 
is three inches below the normal amount of expected 
rainfall. April is typically the worst month for brushfires; 
according to the DEP, and the combination of a dry winter 
and spring have only exacerbated fire conditions around 
the state. 

Brushfires are dangerous because they are difficult 
to predict and it may not take long for the fire to spread 
quickly if the conditions are right. While fighting a fire 
should only be performed by the fire department, there 
are some precautions residents can take in order to keep 
their homes safe: 

•Keep brush, leaf, and wood piles far from the house. 
•Trim tree branches that may hang low or close to the 
home. 

•Make sure the driveway is free of obstacles so emergency 
vehicles have easier access. 

•Keep gutters and drains free of branches and leaves. 
•Remove any dead vegetation around the property. 
•If you smell smoke, call the Fire Department 
immediately. 

The fire department also requires residents 
to obtain a permit in order to openly burn approved 
materials. The Department of Environmental Protection 
requires all open burns occur a minimum of 75 feet 
from all structures. For up-to-date lists of approved and 
unapproved materials, and questions about permits, call 
your local fire department.

new people will join the ''informar' gardening group. 

When the idea was floated in 2010 to start a 
community garden in Mattapoisett, the first task was 
identifying not only land to garden but a water source as 
well. 

Florence Martocci, owner of a local organic 
farming business, stepped up and offered her property at 
Prospect Rd. 

"She was happy to let us use the land, she 
wanted it for the continued use of gardens,'' Stowe said, 
explaining that the expansion of Martocci' s business 
prompted her to move her crops to Rochester - rendering 
her sunny, garden-ready Mattapoisett lot available. 

Martocci allows the gardeners to use her water 
supply, and at the end of the season they compensate her 
for whatever is used. 

Also, the gardeners agree to keep their crops 
organic and pesticide-free. 

"We don't put peoples' gardens under a 
microscope, but there is an understanding you'll keep it 
organic," said Stowe. 

The garden boasts an impressive number of 
vegetables and flowers each year. 

Entering his third season, gardener Jim Bradshaw 
names off an extensive list of vegetables he has harvested: 
tomatoes, radishes, peppers, kale, summer squash, 
zucchini, eggplant, cucumbers, and lettuce. He said of 
the sugar snap peas: "They are so good, you can eat them 
right there at the garden." 

"I'm loving every minute of it," he said of the 
community gardening experience. "You get to meet a lot 
of different people and it gets you out of the house. We 
have a yard that's too shady, and it's perfect soil over 
there." 

Bradshaw said that in addition to feeding himself

and his family, he also gives excess fresh vegetables 
away - including to the Church of the Good Shepard in 
Acushnet and a homeless shelter in New Bedford. He said 
they always welcome the food with open arms. 

Bradshaw also related a funny story how his 
garden harvested something he didn't even plant: 
pumpkins. 

'There were pumpkins in the yard that we threw 
in a compost and in the springtime we dumped the whole 
pile on the lots/' he recalled. Later during the season, he 
said, "I could not believe the pumpkins growing all over 
the place. There were probably 50-60 pumpkins and they 
took over the whole garden. But they won't be there this 
year."

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the -past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eukanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain 
a diagnosis.

in case donors step forward. 

'It's too late. It's just not realistic/' Henry said. 
Even if a fundraising campaign came together now, he 
said it wouldn't be enough time for logistical planning. "I 
think it is too risky." 

"We're probably $50,000 from where we need to 
be," added Gushing - noting that contractors often need 
this money in advance. 

Looking to the future, the Board of Selectmen 
voted to put the fireworks entirely under the Marion 
Recreation Department's purview in 2013 and beyond. 
Blanchette made the suggestion, remarking that other 
towns rely on their recreation committees to organize the 
fireworks. 

Present at the meeting. Recreation Director Jodi 
Dicker son accepted the Selectmen's decision although 
expressed some concern about the task - especially the 
fundraising component. 

"I kind of agree with you. I present over 32 
programs year round and I average 32 hours a week. I 
don't think I'll have the time," he said, asserting his belief 
that "this is year round fundraising." 

Selectman Henry acknowledged Dickerson's 
hard work and commitment to his job, and the Selectmen 
promised to work with him to devise a fireworks strategy 
for 2013.

signs at one or two locations to ''gently remind'' residents 
to pay their tax bill. He said a town employee originally 
suggested a banner, but Dawson said using small signs 
"is a more subtle way of doing it. 

The board was favorable towards Dawson's 
endeavor.

a "floater'' position that would help cover in various 
different offices as needed. The position would not be 
pensionable, however it would offer benefits. 

Due to a re-certification process that is about 
to fall upon the shoulders of the Assessors, they are 
anticipating a greater workload, and insist they could use 
the help of this floater.

The main reason the 
Selectmen were in opposition of the job addition is that 
there simply is not enough work in the other departments 
to warrant the hiring of another individual. 

'T don't have an answer for that," LaCamera 
said when asked about where he would put the floater to 
work.

''We went out there Saturday. The wetland line 
you're using is seven or eight years old. Secondly, there 
are no flags/' said Vice Chairman and Clerk Norman 
Hills.

Marion Debt Projections Examined

The Marion Planning Board met on Tuesday, 
April 17 and heard from Board member Ted North about 
the town's current budget and debt projections. 

He said as of fiscal year 2011, the town of Marion 
has brought in $22,530,697 in revenue. Right now, the 
town's debt stands at $44.7 million, but over the next ten 
years, will require up to $60 million to fund such projects 
as repairs to the Music Hall and the continuing water and 
sewer projects. The latter is responsible for the bulk of the 
money required in North's projection. 

North cited poor coordination among several 
town committees as reasons for the high numbers.

''The thing we need is good planning or else 
there is no way we can manage it over the next 10 years, 
" North said. "We haven't got that much geographic 
area for growth, so I don't predict we'll see a noticeable 
increase in that," he said.

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ORR Approves School Choice Expansion 

ORR District School Committee 
By Katy Fitzpatrick 

The ORR School Committee voted unanimously to 
both continue the School Choice program and expand 
the number of available spots at their meeting on the 
evening of Wednesday, April 11. According to committee 
members, the program has been extremely well received 
and successful for its three years in existence. 

'T don't have a bad thing to say about it,'' said 
Superintendent Doug White. "It helps bring in additional 
revenue and we've got the space to do it."

Tri-town who are currently attending private schools, 
the opportunity to attend Old Rochester Regional High 
School. However, each year there are a limited number of 
spots available. 

For the 2011-2012 school year, there are 51 students 
enrolled at ORRHS under the School Choice program. 
Those students hail from towns such as Acushnet, 
Fairhaven, New Bedford, Westport, Dartmouth and 
Plymouth. The vote in favor of expanding the School 
Choice program would add 21 spots, making the total 72. 
White assured that the tuition for these new spots ($5,000 
apiece) have already been configured in the 2013 budget 
and would not affect the total. 

ORRHS Business Administrator Kathleen Isernio 
asked the board permission to use funds from revolving 
funds in order to cut down the budget balance for 2013. 
As it stands, the 2013 budget is $233,433.03, or 1.4 percent 
higher than the 2012 budget. Isernio said by shifting 
money from various revolving accounts in town, it could 
generate $209,987.74 to put towards the deficit. The 
committee approved unanimously. 

The committee that is being established to help with 
the search of a new District Facilities Manager will call on 
custodial employees in both the junior and senior schools 
to help with the process. The search committee will meet 
the first Tuesday after April vacation. So far 16 resumes 
have been submitted for the job.

White said the three finalists visited the school last week 
and a decision will be reached soon. 

Isernio also introduced Ken Mann, a gentleman who 
is looking to implement wind power and sustainable 
energy in the Tri-Town. He recently started a program in 
Plymouth with four turbines. The turbines provide lOmw 
of power, which is enough to supply 3,000 households 
with electricity. He wants to bring this program to the 
region at a discounted price, and is also looking for a 
long-term contract and to potentially start the program in 
2013. School Committee Chair Peter Bangs said a meeting 
could be scheduled to discuss the project further.

two new sports teams to the high school officially. After 
last month's meeting, Tilden had the go-ahead to allow 
eighth graders from the junior high school to play on 
both the girls and boy JV Lacrosse teams. However, the 
committee never officially approved the establishment of 
the JV squads - an accidental oversight. The committee 
voted in favor of the teams, who have already been 
practicing, unanimously. Tilden said the program has 
generated an exceptional amount of interest among 
athletes and there has been a great turnout at practices. 

The School Improvement Plans for both schools 
in 2013 were approved unanimously. Principal Mike 
Devoll said that the high school will focus on student 
achievement, communication, professional development, 
student services and school climate as its general areas for 
improvement on its action plan. 

Creating more internships for students, increasing 
art opportunities around the school, ridding the school 
curriculum of "B'' level courses, offering more Advanced 
Placement classes and utilizing PowerSchool (an online 
school notification program) to keep parents in the loop, 
are all examples of improvements the high school is 
looking to make over the next year. 

Junior High School Principal Kevin Brogioli 
said the areas his school wants to improve on are 
academic engagement, global awareness, citizenship 
and technology. Brogioli said the implementation of a 
new computer lab, integration of literature of authors 
from different cultures, revision of the school's mission 
statement and holding student roundtable discussions 
every two weeks would help bring these goals to reality. 

Both principals talked about the benefits of the 
Galileo assessments that their students recently took. As 
results are coming in, both Brogioli and Devoll agreed 
that exams are great tools for teachers to use when 
deciding to intervene with a student who might have a 
problem subject area. Also, the multiple choice question 
exams allow teachers to generate questions to replace 
ones they do not see fit for their students. 2012 marks the 
inaugural year these exams were taken in the district. 

The committee also approved the use of 
DonorsChoose.org for the district. The website allows 
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teachers to create websites for various projects that would 
need funding that the budget may not be able to provide. 
The websites would then allow people to donate money 
electronically to that project specifically 

Lastly the committee voted to approve the 
establishment of an Advisory Council and Public 
Employee Committee in order to redesign the health 
insurance policies for its employees. 

The ORR School Committee will meet again on 
Wednesday May 9 at 6:00 pm in the Superintendent's 
Office.

The majority of the 
students on the field trip are currently taking the Science 
Department elective. Environmental Interactions. 

Three of the students were representing the school's 
Community Service Learning Organization, and one 
student from Video Journalism came to film the field trip 
for local television. All were excited to be outside for the 
last school day before April vacation, and many were 
enthused in the community service project for the day: 
marking storm drains around the Marion waterfront with 
spray-painted stencils. 

Organized by science teachers Ms. Connor and 
Ms. Cabral, the field trip featured two presentations, the 
community service project and a tour of the treatment 
plant. The field trip began at Marion harbor near the 
outfalls and rain gardens with a presentation by John 
Rockwell, a wetlands specialist for the Buzzards Bay 
National Estuary Program. 

Rockwell spoke to the students about water

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pollution and possible solutions, explaining that the chief 
source of pollution is run-off that is collected in catch 
basins under every storm drain and then channeled to 
outfalls, which drain into the harbor. Rockwell surprised 
the Environmental Interactions students with a brief 
history of storm drains in the Tri-Town area, explaining 
that the town of Marion installed its first storm drain in 
1889 shortly after paving its main roads. With the federal 
government's passage of the Clean Water Act in 1972, 
the town of Mattapoisett connected to the lines already 
established in the town of Fairhaven. 

"We have very strict standards for clean water,'' 
Rockwell said to the captive students. "Whatever is in the 
water is in the stomach of that clam or quahog." 

Rockwell said that other changes to help stop water 
pollution were the introduction of holding tanks to boats, 
which no longer pump waste directly into Buzzards Bay. 
Rockwell stated that Marion tends to have more problems 
with water pollution than Mattapoisett because its harbor 
is bottlenecked. 

After discussing the various kinds of pollutants and 
their effect on water quality and shellfish, Mr. Rockwell 
talked about different filtering mechanisms that are 
currently in use. He led the students to a rain garden 
near the outfalls, which filters water through the organic 
compounds found in mulch. Water collects in the rain 
garden basin, Rockwell said, and the pollutants bind 
to the organic molecules as the water filters through 
the mulch and sand beneath. The water, now purified, 
collects in drains a foot under the rain garden and flows 
to the outfalls. This solution is not perfect, though. 

"Even these are a little bit out of favor because if 
you're inland, there's no run-off," he said. 

Rockwell ended his presentation by talking about 
current water quality standards, which require the 
capture of at least 50 percent of pollutants found in run- 
off. Dangerous pollutants include road salt, oil, nitrogen, 
herbicide, and pesticides from lawn care. 

"It's the things you can't see that are causing 
problems," Rockwell said about pollution. "[It's] not the 
big things like coffee cups or plastic." 

Students had a few minutes to ask Rockwell their

own questions about storm water. Water testing was a 
topic of interest. Rockwell explained that volunteers test 
the water in Buzzards Bay throughout the summer season 
for pollutants such as nitrogen, and the Massachusetts 
Board of Health is required to test the water at beaches 
every two weeks for bacteria. Shellfish beds, however, are 
only tested once every couple of years. 

Rockwell said that he was happy to be given an 
opportunity to address the Old Rochester Regional 
students. 'Tm trying to pass my knowledge on to the next 
generation,'' he said. 

In the next phase of the field trip, the students 
watched a demonstration of a smoke test. As Ms. Connor 
explained ahead of time, smoke tests are a technique used

to identify which storm drains are connected to an outfall. 
The smoke tests can also identify breaks in the lines. 

In a smoke test, a storm drain is covered with a 
smoke machine. The smoke comes out the attached 
outfall (as well as the other storm drains that share that 
outfall and catch basin.) Students took turns watching 
the outfall for smoke and watching the road crew operate 
the smoke machine. 

Then, students were given yellow safety vests, 
brooms, and spray paint so that they could go to work 
marking the storm drains around the Marion waterfront. 
Working in four teams of four, the students identified 
roughly 19 storm drains in an hour. 

The stencil the students were using was a creation 
of senior Leah Saunders, who is currently taking the 
Environmental Interactions class. Her design turned the 
phrase "You're the solution to water pollution'' into a fish, 
with the tail being formed out of the shared letters in the 
words ''solution" and "pollution." 

One of the volunteer painters, another student 
from Environmental Interactions, thinks the stencils 
will deter Marion residents from being careless with the 
storm drains. Senior Martha Nakashian, said she was 
participating in the project "so people know that if they 
don't want poop or fertilizer in their water where they 
swim and do their activities, they had better not dump 
anything in the drain or near the drain." 

The field trip ended later that afternoon with a 
tour of the wastewater treatment plant. Students were 
given the opportunity to look into the different tanks 
as raw sewage water was filtered and sterilized in a 
five-step process. Students were able to see the control 
room, where the assistant plant manager showed the 
computer programs and historical trends in Marion 
sewage flow (yes, it increases during the Super Bowl.) 
The lab technician at the plant also took students into his 
laboratory, where he described the different tests he runs 
on samples of the end product. 

Students also were able to visit the plant's farm 
animals, which consisted of a llama, four goats, two ducks 
and numerous chickens. These animals are given free 
range of the wastewater lagoons (excess waste water that

Titanic Anniversary 
Hits Close to Home in 
Mattapoisett

One hundred years ago 
this month, the world reacted 
in horror as news of the 
sinking of the Titanic spread. 
The RMS Titanic was carrying 
2,233 people traveling from 

Southampton in the United Kingdom to New York City. 
However, she only carried enough lifeboats for 1,178 
people. 

Anxious people at home with relatives on board 
held their breaths as news was telegraphed of reported 
survivors and confirmed losses. One such message was 
cut off in mid transmission leaving a 
fragmented name, ''Mile...'' At home 
the family of Francis Davis Millet 
held out hope that this name was 
Millet. 

Frank, as he was known, 
was born on November 3, 1846 in 
Mattapoisett to Asa and Huldah 
Byram Millet. He showed early signs 
of intelligence and was keeping a 
diary by the time he was 11 years old 
noting the physiology, arithmetic, 
Latin and other studies in which he 
was engaging. 

He also was interested in world 
affairs and read the newspapers on a regular basis. In the 
late 1850s, Frank was well aware of the political issues 
facing America and even attended a lecture titled "Is 
War Justified Under Any Circumstances?" 

When the Civil War came to America, Frank enlisted 
at the age of 15 as a drummer boy and would also assist 
his father, who was a surgeon during the war. When the 
war ended, Frank enrolled at Harvard and graduated in 
1869. 

For a time after that he wrote for several 
newspapers in Boston before entering the Royal 
Academy at Antwerp in Belgium, where he quickly 
established himself as an artist, winning recognition 
for his work. He traveled throughout Europe after he 
left Antwerp exploring and painting. He then returned 
to Boston where he assisted in decorating the Trinity 
Church. 

He began writing again for Boston newspapers 
and when the Turkish War broke out, he covered it as a 
special correspondent. He wrote about the war as well as 




the people it affected. On observing a group of Turkish 
refugees he wrote: "The mother was about half dressed; 
the girl was scarcely covered. . . she was crying from the 
cold, hugging herself into the ragged bit of blue cloth. . . 
When the cavalcade of misery halted, bread was given to 
the starved women and children. . ." 

He was decorated during the war for his bravery 
and helping the wounded, receiving several medals 
including the Romanian Iron Cross, the Russian Military 
Crosses of St. Stanislaus and of St. Anne and other 
medals. 

After the war, he went to Paris, where he painted 
and served as a member of the Fine Arts Jury of the Paris 
Exposition. While in Paris, he wrote to friends that he 
had a "malady that is very contagious. . . it is the kind 
of malady that. . . the more it attacks the more he wants 
[it]". The malady he wrote of was love and in the spring 
of 1879, he married Elizabeth Greeley Morrill. 

After they married they 
returned to America and settled in 
East Bridgewater. When their first 
child was born, they received a letter 
from their good friend Mark Twain 
who joked he was disappointed with 
the birth of their daughter. He was 
"hoping it was going to be triplets. 
However I trust in God it will be 
made up to you next time." 

They never had triplets but did 
have four children, one of which 
died in infancy. The Millets moved to 
Boston and then to New York. Frank 
worked on many more art projects 
during his life including the position of the Director of 
Decorations of the World's Fair in Chicago in 1892. He 
developed public works of art in Baltimore, Newark, 
NJ, and other cities. He also returned to work as a war 
correspondent in 1898 during the Spanish- American 
War. 

Frank also continued to travel Europe. In April 
1912 he boarded the Titanic to return back to East 
Bridgewater where he was living again. With him, he 
carried plans for a mural he created for the New Bedford 
Public Library. 

Frank Millet did not survive the sinking of the 
Titanic. The crew of the MacKay Bennett, a cable repair 
ship that was contracted to recover bodies left behind 
after the Titanic sinking, found his lifeless body. He was 
returned home and was laid to rest in Central Cemetery 
in East Bridgewater. 

His birth home still stands in Mattapoisett on the 
corner of Water and Cannon streets and is marked with 
a memorial plaque.

The Cabin in the Woods, Starring Kristen Connolly and 
Chris Hemsworth. Directed by Drew Goddard. Running 
time: 95 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The Cabin in the Woods destroys itself. You don't 
see very many movies do that, especially movies that 
open on 2,800 screens. It shows you the machinery inside 
itself, and then blows up the machinery. It's a horror mov- 
ie about horror movies; it destroys horror movies, too. 
It's a bit on the cold side, as a lot of clever films are. It's 
a semester of horror tropes packed into 95 tight minutes, 
with sidebar snark about bureaucrats. It's the work of two 
wise guys — writer-director Drew Goddard and co-writer 
Joss Whedon — sitting in the back of the classroom, snort- 
ing disdainfully about the cheap stuff horror movies scare 
us with but also admitting that the cheap stuff is fun. The 
Cabin in the Woods has too much on its agenda to be truly 
scary (though it has its moments), but it's the most fun 
I've had at a horror film since Trick Treat, which also 
toyed with horror cliches. It's a big gift bag handed to hor- 
ror fans with a cheerful invitation to root around inside. 

Cabin starts out mysteriously, at an antiseptic 
facility manned by blase techs. In the first of the movie's 
really good jokes, we freeze-frame on a dull shot of two 
of the techs — played by Richard Jenkins and Bradley 
Whitford as regular-guy mad scientists — and the movie's 
title comes up, in huge, red, screen-filling letters. But 
where' s the cabin? Where are the woods? It seems de- 
signed to confuse the uninitiated. We get the cabin and 
the woods soon enough, as a quintet of college kids go off 
for a weekend. Goddard and Whedon sketch them in for 
us with quick, deft strokes — the jock (Chris Hemsworth), 
the virgin (Kristen Connolly), the party girl (Anna Hutchi- 
son), the stoner (Fran Kranz), the brain (Jesse Williams). 
They don't know that they're in a horror film or that they 
represent very familiar horror-film types. 

That's about all you should know going in; there 
are surprises beyond the obvious twist given away in the 



first five minutes. I can try to be oblique, though. Hor- 
ror is chaos encroaching on order: when an idyllic sum- 
mer afternoon drive becomes a nightmare, to quote the 
opening crawl from The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, or when 
the boogeyman comes, as in Halloween. In this movie, the 
horror is precise and controlled — the horror is order. And 
eventually, when true chaos arrives to scatter that order, 
horror fans everywhere will break into a wicked grin, 
and perhaps laughter. It's as though the collective ghosts 
of horror past focused their wrath on the man-children 
and idiots who have held horror hostage for years with 
boring, derivative stories, remakes, sequels: this is the 
Whedon film that should be called The Avengers. And 
maybe it's just me, but I thought David July an' s score 
kept threatening to turn into Bach's ''Toccata and Fugue 
in D Minor," otherwise known as the ooh-spooky pipe-or- 
gan music from 1962's Phantom of the Opera and a hundred 
others. 

Aside from how it plays roughly and relentlessly 
with what we expect from a horror film, does Cabin work 
as, well, a horror film, or is it a meta-essay like Funny 
Games? Goddard and Whedon aren't into punishing the 
audience for what we came to see, what we want to see; 
that isn't their game. They would, however, like us to 
think about why we come to see and want to see certain 
things in a horror film — why horror filmmakers work so 
hard to appease our base appetites for destruction. Their 
project goes deeper than a comparatively shallow exercise 
in deconstruction like the Scream franchise. That said, yes, 
the movie does work as an example of what it's examin- 
ing; it's a bit like Alan Moore's Watchmen that way, in that 
it looks under the hood while acknowledging that the 
rusty, oily engine still runs, otherwise why bother looking 
at it? People still stupidly isolate themselves and die vio- 
lently, and that still works our nerves the same old way.
